I ET the miniſter be ſent. to, 
rch, not when the ſick is in the 
ople WW agonies of death, as it is uſual fo to 
"ru-W do, but before his ſickneſs increaſe 
dge i too much upon him; for when the 
heir ſoul is confuſed and diſturbed by the 
violence of the diſtemper, and death 
heir begins to ſtare the man in the face, 
thei there is little reaſon to hope for any 
Is oi good effect from the ſpiritual man's 
then viſitation, For how can any regular 
adminiſtration 
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adminiſtration take place, when the 
man is all over in a diſorder ? How 
can he be called upon to confeſs his 
fins, when his tongue faulters, and 
his memory fails him? How can he | 
receive any benefit by the prayers 
which are offered up for him, when 
he is not able to give attention to 
them? Or, how can he be comforted | 
upon any ſure grounds of reaſon or | 
religion, when his reaſon 1s juſt ex- 
piring, and all his notions of religion 
together with it? Or, when the man, 
perhaps, had never any real ſenti- | 
ments of religion before ? 

It is therefore a matter of fad con- 
fideration, That the generality of the 
world look upon the miniſter, in 
the time of their ſickneſs, as the ſure 
fore-runner of death ; and think his 
office ſo much relates to another 
world, that he 1s not to be treated 
with, as long as there is any hope of 
hving-m this: Which is a fatal miſ- 
take that many thouſands, tis to be 


mn run themſelves into, who ne- 
| glectin g 
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glecting to ſet their bouſe in order, in 
he beginning of their fickneſs, drive 
t off till the laſt : And then the mi- 
iſter is ſent for in a hurry, and he 
omes and ſays a few prayers over 
he ſick, and ſoon after the man dies, 
ind God only knows what becomes 
of his ſoul. 

To prevent therefore ſo great a 
or Hazard of miſcarrying, it is highly 
equiſite the miniſter be ſent for when 
he ſick perſon is able to be converſed 
vith and inſtructed, and can under- 
and or be taught to underſtand; the 
ale of his ſoul, and the rules of his 
onſcience, and all the ſeveral bear- 


the Wngs of religion, with reſpect to God, 
in his neighbour and himſelf, For to 
are prepare a ſoul for it's change is a 
his work of great difficulty; and the 


intercourſes of the miniſter with the 
lick have ſo much variety in them, 
hat they are not to. be tranſacted at 
once. Sometimes there is need of 
{ſpecial remedies againſt impatience, 
and: the tear of death; not only to 
animate, 
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animate, but to make the perſon deſi- 
rous and willing to die. Sometimes 
it is requiſite to awaken the — 
ence by the terrors of the Lord; to 
open by degrees all the labyrinths . - 
{in, (thoſe innumerable windings and 
turnings which inſenſibly lead men 
into deſtruction) which the habitual 
ſenſualiſt can never be able to diſco- 
ver, unleſs directed by the particular 
grace of God, and the aſſiſtance of a 

faithful and judicious guide. Some- 
times there is need of the balm of 
comfort, to pour in oil and wine (with 
the good Samaritan) into the bleeding 
wound, by repreſenting the tender 
mercies of God, and the love of his 
ſon Jeſus Chriſt to mankind : And at 
other times it will be neceſlary to re- 
prove, rebuke, and exhort with all 
long-ſuffering and doctrine: So that a 
clergyman's duty, in the viſitation of 
the ſick, is not over at once; but at 
one time he muſt pray, at another 
time he muſt aſſiſt, adviſe, and di- 
rect; at another, he muſt open to 
him 
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him the nature of repentance, and 


>xhort him to a confeſſion of his ſins, 


both to God and man, in all thoſe 


aſes which require it; and at another 
ime, he muſt give him abſolution, 


and the ſacrament of the body and 
blood of our Lord. 


And indeed he that ought to watch 
all the periods of his life, in the days 


of his health, leſt he ſhould be ſur- 
prized and overcome, had need be 
watched when he is ſick, and aſſiſted 


and called upon, and reminded of the 


ſeveral parts of his duty in every in- 
ſtant of his temptation. 


The want of this makes the viſita- 
tions of the clergy fruitleſs, becauſe 
they are not ſuftered to imprint thoſe 
proper effects upon the ſick, which 
are needful in ſo important a miniſ- 
tration. 

2. When the miniſter is come, let 
him diſcourſe concerning the cauſes 
of ſickneſs, and by a general argu- 
ment move him to a conſideration of 
his condition, Let him call upon 

him 
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him firſt in general terms, t ſet hi, 
houfe in order, to trim and adorn hi! 
lamp, and to prepare himſelf for another 
world; and then let him perform the 
cuſtomary duties of prayer; and af- 
terwards deſcend to all other particu- 
lars, as occaſion ſhall offer, and cur- 
cumſtances require. 

3. According to the condition of 
the man, and the nature of his ſick- 
neſs, every act of the viſitation is to 
be proportioned. If his condition 
be full of pain and infirmity, the ex- 
hortation ought to be ſhorter, and 
the miniſter more inſtant in Prayer: 
And the little ſervice the ſick man can 
do for himſelf, ſhould be ſupplied by 
the charitable care of his guide, who 
is in ſuch a caſe to ſpeak more to 
God for him than to talk to him: For 
the prayer of the righteous, when it is 
fervent, hath a promiſe to prevail much 
in the. bebalf of the ſicł perſon: But 
exhortations muſt prevail by their 
own proper weight, and not by the 
paſſion of the ſpeaker ;. and therefore

Nature of Repentance, and confeſſion 
of his Sins. 

** HE firſt duty to be rightly 
it ſtated to the ſick man, is that 


uld of

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of Repentance ; in which the miniſ. 
ter cannot be more ſerviceable to 
him, than by laying before him a 
regular ſcheme of it, and exhorting 
him at the ſame time to a free and 
ingenuous declaration of the ſtate of 
his foul. For unleſs they know the 
manner of his life, and the ſeveral] 
kinds and degrees of thoſe fins which 
require his penitential ſorrow, or 
reſtitution, either they can do nothing 
at all, or nothing of advantage and 
certainty. Wherefore the miniſter 
may move him to this in the follow- 
ing manner. 

Arguments and Exhortations to move 
. Lhe ick Man to repentance, and Con- 

feſfuon of bis Sins. 

1. That repentance 1s a duty in- 
diſpenſibly neceſſary to falvation. 
That to this end, all the preachings 
and endeavours of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles are directed. That our 

Saviour came down from 

Matt. ix. 13. Heaven on purpoſe to call 
Sinners to Repentance. That 

as 
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s it is a neceſſary duty at all 
imes, ſo more eſpecially in the time 
pf ſickneſs, when we are commanded 
n a particular manner to ſet our houſe 


order. That tis a work of great 


Iifficulty, conſiſting in general of a 
bange of mind, and a Change of Life, 
pon which account- it is called in 
ripture, a /tate of regeneration, or 
ew birth; a converſion from ſin to Ged ; 
being renewed in the ſpirit of cur 
inds ; a putting off the old man, which 
corrupt according to the deceitful lujts 
the fleſh, and a putting on the new 
an, which is created in righteouſneſs 
nd true holineſs, That ſo great a 
hange as this is not to be effected 
t once, but requires the utmoſt ſelf 
enial and reſolution to put in exe- 
ution, conſiſting in general of the 
ollowing particulars ; 1. A ſorrow- 
ul ſenſe of our ſins. 2. An humble 
onfeſſion of them. 3. An unfeigned 
bhorrence and forſaking of — 
nd turning to the Lord our God with 
ll our hearts. 4, A patient conti- 

nuance 
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nuance in well-doing to the end of 
our lives. 
Theſe are the conſtituent and eſſen. 
tial parts of a true repentance ; which 
may ſeverally be difplayed from the 
following motives of reaſon and ſcrip- 
ture, as opportunity ſhall ſerve, and 
the fick man's condition permit. 
The firſt part of a true repentance 

is a ſorrowful ſenſe of our fins, which 
naturally produceth this good effect, 
as we may learn from St. Paul (2 Cor. 
vii. 10.) where he tells us, that Gody 
Sorrow worketh repentance. Without 
it, to be ſure, there can be no ſuch 
thing. For how can a man repent of 
that which he 1s not ſorry for ? or how 
can any one ſincerely aſk pardon and 
forgiveneſs, for what he 1s not con- 
cern'd or troubled about ? 
4 forrowful ſenſe, then, of our fins, 
is the firſt part of a true repentance, 
the neceſſity whereof may be ſeen 
from the grievous and abominable 
nature of fin; as, 1. That it made 
ſo wide a ſeparation betwixt God and 
man, 
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man, that nothing but the Blood of 
his only begotten Son could fuffice 
o atone for its intolerable guilt. 

2. That it carries along with it the 
baſeſt ingratitude, as being done a- 
gainſt our heavenly Father, in whom 
e live and move and baue our being. 3. 
hat the conſequence of it is nothing 
leſs than eternal ruin, in that the 
prath of God is revealed againſt all im- 
penitent finners, and the wages of fin is

houl From theſe, and the like conſidera- 


ions, the penitent may further learn, 
hat to be ſorry for our fins, is a 
great and puniſhing duty: that it 
doth not conſiſt in a little trivial con- 
cern, a ſuperficial ſigh, or tear, or a 
calling ourſelves finners, &c. but in 
a real, ingenuous, pungent, and af- 
flicting ſorrow. For can that which 
caſt qur Parents out of Paradiſe at 
firſt; that brought down the Son of 
God afterwards from Heaven, and put 
him at laſt to ſuch a cruel and ſname- 
* ful 
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ful death, be now thought'to be done 
away by a ſingle tear or a groan? 
Can ſo baſe a piece of ingratitude, as 
rebelling againſt the Lord of Glory, 
who gives us all we have, be ſuppoſed 
to be pardoned by a flender ſubmiſſi- 
on ? or can that, which deſerves the 
torments of Hell, be fufficiently 
aton'd for by a little indignation, and 
ſuperficial remorſee | 
True repentance, therefore, is ever 
accompanied with a deep and afflicting 
ſorrow, a ſorrow that wall break the 
Heart in pieces, and make us fo irre- 
concileable to fin, as that we ſhall 
chuſe rather to die than to hve in it: 
For ſo the bittereſt accents of grief are 
all aſcribed to a true repentance in 
ſcripture; ſuch as @ weeping ſorely or 
bitterly ; @ weeping day: and night ; a 
repenting in dit al aſbes; a putting 
on ſarkclath; faſting and prayer, Cc 
Thus holy David; I am troubled, 1 
.. #hi*bowed down greathy I go mourning 
all the day long, and that by reaſon of 


mine iniquities, wh > are gone over my 
| - head 
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head, and, as an heavy kurden, are r 
heavy for me to bear, Plal. XXXVUL 4. 6. 
Thus Ephraim could. ſay, after that I 
was inſtructed, I ſmote upon my thigh ; 
TI was aſhamed, yea, even confounded, 
becauſe I did bear the cs of my 


youth, Jer. xxxi. 19. 
And this is the proper ſatisfaction 


for ſin, which God expects and hath 

romiſed to accept, as, Pſal. li. 17. 
The ſacrifices of God are a broken ſpirit ; 
A broken and contrite beart, O God, 
thou wilt not deſpiſe. 

2. The next thing requiſite i in a 
true repentance, is confeſſion of fins 
which naturally follows the other ; 
for if a man be ſo deeply affected with 
ſorrow for his fins, he will be glad to 
be rid of them, as ſoon as he can ; and 
the way for this, is humbly to confeſs 
them to God, who hath promiſed 
to forgive us if we do. I ſaid I will 
confeſs my fins unto the Lord, ſaith the 
Pſalmiſt, and ſo thou forgaveſt the wick- 
edneſs of my fin, Plal. xxxii. 6. So 
Prov. xxviii. 13. and 17John1. g. 1f we 

| _ confeſs 
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confeſs our fins, God is faithful and jut 
to forgive us our fins, and to cleanſe us 
from all unri 'gbteouſnefs : So the return- 
ing prodigal went to his Father with 
an humble confeſſion of his baſenels, 
and was received into favour again, 
Luke xv. 18, 19. 
And becauſe the number of our 
fins are like the hairs of our head, 


or the ſand of the ſea, and almoſt - 


as various too in their kinds as their 
numbers ; confeſſion mult needs be 
a very extenſive duty, and require 
the ſtricteſt care and examination of 
P . For who can tell how oft 

be offendeth ? ſaith David, O cleanſe 
thou me from my ſecret faults ! 

The penitent therefore ſhould be 
reminded, that his confeflion be as 
minute and particular as it can; ſince 
the more particular the confeſſion is, 
to be ſure, the more ſincere and ſafe 
the repentance. 

And not only to God but to man 
likewiſe, in ſeveral inſtances, is our 
oonfeſſian due: For ſo we are ex- 
preſsly

preſsly commanded by St. James, t0 
confeſs our fe aults one to another, Ch. v. 
16. And both Jews and Chriftians, . 
we find began their repentance with 
this. Thus when Teruſalem, and all 
Judea, and all the region round a- 
bout Jordan, were converted. by the 
preaching of Joby the baptiſt, the 
text ſays, they went out to bim and were 
baptized of bim in Jordan, confeſfing 
their fins, Matt. 11. 5, 6. So the 
Greeks and Jews of Epheſus, that were 
converted to Chriſtianity . by the 
preaching of St. Paul, made their en- 
trance into it by confeſſion of their fins 
and declaration of their deeds, Acts xix. 
18, 

And this 1s the beſt teſt that any 
one can give of his humility, ſincerity, 
and converſion, when he thus judges | 
and condemns himſelf, and grves glory 
to God, as 'tis particularly fo called in 
the caſe of Achan. By confeſſing our 
ſins in this manner, we effectually 
kill the root of pride, and acknow- 
ledge the juſtice of God, in puniſh- 


ng 


| , the more angry judgment of God 
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ing us: And by ſuch an act of judg- 
ing ourſelves here, we may prevent 


hereafter ; for if we would judge our- 
elves as St. Paul ſays, 1 Cor. x1. 31. 
we ſhould not be judged of the Lord. 
The penitent, therefore, ſhould be 
inſtructed, that all fins, which re- 
quire particular acts of reſtitution, 
ought to be confeſſed to the injured 
party, and ſatisfaction made. That 
in caſe of great inconveniences (where 
no real benefit can accrue to God or 
man by it) or in impoſſible caſes of 
doing 1. (as by the death or abſence 
of the party, Ge. ) the confeſſion and 
ſatisfaction is then to be made in the Ml © 
moſt prudential manner, and to the - 
moſt proper perſon. That the moſt 
proper perſon for confeſſion of ſins 
in this, and all other caſes which re- 
quire it, is, (generally ſpeaking) the 
1 er, from whom the penitent is 
to receive the benefit of abſolution, 
and the ſacrament of the body and 


blood of our Lord. That all ſins 
| which 
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which are of a flagrant nature, and 
ſuch as are a burden to the conſcience, 
ſhould in all reaſon as well as religi- 
on, be confeſſed to him; ſince as he 
is phyſician of ſouls, he cannot tell 
how to adminiſter fo effectually to 
their neceſlities, if the caſe be not 
opened to him (a). 

For a further motive therefore to 
this ſo neceſſary a duty, the penitent 
{hould be made ſenſible of the high 
privileges and authority of the mini- 
ſterial office. That God hath made 
miniſters the publiſhers and diſpen- 
ſers of his pardon for ſins, by the 
commiſſion of the Sacramental Seals 
of the Goſpel to them, and by the 
power of abſolution conferred upon 
their order. That to this purpoſe 
they are called Miniſters of Reconcilia- 
tion, and are commanded to reſtore

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ſuch as are overtaken in a fault; and 

for that end they come to offer their 
miniſtry to reconcile - them to God, 

provided they may have a true and 
thorough knowledge of the ſtate of 
their caſe. 

That in all this, though there is 
| no compulſion upon the penitent, yet 
| if he hide bis fins, be ſhall not be di- 
rected, (as the wiſe man ſays) but ere 
h long he muſt appear before the great 
| judge of men and angels, and his 
ſpirit will then be infinitely more 
| amazed and confounded, to be ſeen 
among the angels of , light with the 
l works of darkneſs upon him, than 
it would be if he ingenuouſly con- 
feſſed himſelf to God, in the pre- 
ſence of him, whom God hath ſent 
| to heal im. That there can be no 

good argument againſt doing of this, 
but what is derived from fleſh and 
blood, from ſins and infirmities, to 
| all which confeſſion is a direct enemy, 
and therefore ſhould be more readily 
embraced 
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mbraced by every fincere repenting 
nner, &c. (6) 

3. A third thing requiſite in a 
rue repentance 1s, an unfeigned ab- 
orrence and forſaking of fin, and turn- 
ng to the Lord our God, with all our 
pearls. | 

For ſo we find them expreſsly 
oined together by St. Paul, when he 
harges thoſe whom by viſion he was 
ent to convert, to change their mind, 
nd turn to God, and do 
vor meet for repentance, 
Acts xxvi. 20. And a lit- 
le before he ſays, he was ſent 70 
beir eyes and turn them from darkneſs 

o hight, and from the power of Satan 
4 God, that they may receive forgive- 
eſs of fins, Ver. 18. And we hall 
always find, when we are commanded 
o ceaſe from evil, it is in order to do 
good. 

The penitent, therefore, muſt be 
eminded, not only to confeſs and be 
orry for his fins, but likewiſe to for-

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ſake them. For tis he only who c 
feſſerh and forſaketh bis fins that ſh:

| ſaved: So does the ſpirit of God pro 
feſs, that if any man draw back, hi 
foul ſhall have no pleaſure in him, Heb, 
xi. 38. Hence we are ſaid to be par. 
takers of Chriſt, if wwe hold the begin- 
ning of our confidence feedfaſt to the yt 
Heb. iii. 14. but not eiſe: For tis 
to him only that overcometh, and keep: 
eth his works to the end, that our Sa- 
viour had promiſed a reward, Rev. ii 
26. Hence our religion 1s ſaid to be 
a continual warfare, and we muſt be 
* preſſing forward toward 
tbe 
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e mark of our high calling, with the 
poſtle, Jet we fail of the prize. 

And this it is which makes a 
2ath-bed repentance ſo juſtly reck- 
ed by all Divines, to be very full 

hazard ; ſuch as none, who defer 
till then, can depend upon with 
y real ſecurity. For let a man be 
ever ſo ſeemingly penitent in the day 
f his viſitation, yet none but God 
an tell whether it be ſincere or not; 
nce nothing 1s more common, than 
or thoſe who expreſſed the, greateſt 
gns of a laſting repentance upon a 
ck bed, to forget all their vows 
nd promiſes of amendment, as ſoon 


41s God had removed the judgment, 
* 1 nd reſtored them to their former 
elch. 7 happened io them according 


o the true proverb, as St. Peter lays, 


7 | dog is turned to his own vomit 
ain, and the Jow that was waſhed to 
1 her wallowing in the mire, 2 Pet. ii. 22. 
| The ſick penitent, therefore, ſhould 
oy often reminded of this; That 


othing will be looked upon as true 
repentance, 
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dition, with reſpect to another worle 
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repentance, but what proceeds fron 
ſuch a right principle, as will ter 
minate m a holy life. That there 
fore he ought to take great heed, tha 
his repentance be not only the effec 
of his preſent danger, but that it b 
laſting and fincere, bringing fort 
works meet for repentance, ſhould 1 
pleaſe God, mercifully to prove hin 
by a longer life. 

But here 'tis much to be feare 
that after all his endeavours to brain!

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afflicted : The want of obedeiice, 
duty, and reſpect to fuperiors, parents 
and governors, edeleſiaſtical and crvil i 
The doing the work of God negligent- 
ly, or not diſcharging himſelf with 
that fidelity, care, and exactneſs, 
which is ineumbent upon him, in the 
ſtation wherein the providence of God 
hath placed him, &e. 

5. With reſpect to thoſe fins which 
are committed againſt man, and fo 
are particularly to be confeſſed to man, 
the Miniſter ſhall warn the penitent, 
not to deceive himſelf by a' partial 
confeſſion ; betauſe in ſuch a caſe he 
cannot be cleared in the account of 
the Almighty by a partyat ſattsfuttion. 
Not that he is to enquire into evety 
particular circumſtance of time, man- 
ner, place, quality,. or narhes of the

For it he recovers, 
this cannot be detrimenta} ; but if he 
is to die, it will be of great comfort 
and ſatisfaction to him. And here 
it muſt be remembred, that he diſtri- 
butes every thing according to the 
exact rules of juſtice, and with ſuch a 
due care, as to prevent all Iaw-ſaits 
and contentions for the future; and, 
if he be able; he is to be admoniſhed 
to do ſomething likewiſe out of cha- 
rity, and for the ſake of his poor

10. In all the courſe of his viſita» 
tion, the Miniſter ſhould. frequently 
be exhorting the ſick man to patience 
ht. ¶ and a blefſed reſignation to the will of

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God; and not to look upon his ſick. 
neſs as barely the effect of ſecond 
cauſes, but as inflicted on him by 
Divine Providence for ſeveral wiſe and 
good ends: As for the trial of his 
faith; the exerciſe of his patience; 
the puniſhment of his ſins; the a- 
mendment of his life; or for the ex- 
ample of others, who, ſeeing his good 
behaviour in ſuch a day of calamity, | 
may glorify their Father which is in 
Heaven: Or elſe, that it is for the 
increaſe of his future welfare, in or- 
der to raiſe him the higher in glory 
hereafter, by how much the lower he 
hath been depreſſed here. 

11. When the ſpiritual man hath 
thus diſcharged his duty, and the ſick 
hath made him capable of it, by a 

religious and holy conformity to all 
the forementioned particulars reſpect- 
ing his condition and circumſtances, 
he may then give him the Sacrament 

of the Lord's Supper. And it is the 
Miniſter's Office to invite ſick and 
dying perſons to this holy Sacrament,

And therefore (ſaid the learned Pa- 
aphraſt of the Book of Common- 
Prayer) The Prieſt muſt, by the confeſ- 

Mm, devotion, and penitence of the party, 
be well ſatisfied, that be needs, defires, 
nd ud is prepared for this ſolemn abſolu- 
nt, en, before be uſe it; and then it ſhall 
not 
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not only declare, but convey the pardon t1 
him. 
VMWote, That the holy ſacrament is 
not to be adminiſtered to dying per- 
ſons, when they have no uſe. of their 
reaſon, to join with the miniſter in 
his celebration of it. For the ſacra- 
ments operate not of themſelves, but 
as they are made efficacious by the 
joint conſent and will, and religious fi 
acts and devotion of the party chat 
receives them. And therefore all 
fools, and diſtracted perſons, and 
ehildren, and lethargical and apo- 
plectical people, or all that are any 
ways ſenſeleſs and uncapable of hu- 
man and reaſonable acts, are to be 
aſſiſted only by prayers: For they 
may prevail even for the abſent and 
for enemies, and for all thoſe who 
join not in the office. le 
Note alſo, That in caſes of necel- 
ſity, where the ſacrament cannot be 
ſo conveniently adminiſtered ; the fick

That of 
all his Attributes, he glories in none 
the ſo much as in the titles of mercy and 
co · forgiveneſſ. That therefore we do 
all: injuſtice to the father of mercies, if 
vorli ve retain ſuch hard thoughts and 
ſuſpicions of him. That God calls 
pon us to forgive our brother ſeventy 
Himes ſeven ; and yet all that is but like 
he forgiving an handred pence for his 
lake who forgives us ten thouſand ta- 
ents, And therefore if we are order- 
d to ſhew ſuch an unreſtrained tem- 
per of forgiveneſs, it is only to ani- 
mate us to truft in God's much more 
abounded mercy. 
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By theſe and the like arguments 
the ſpiritual man may raiſe the droop- 
ing ſpirits of good men, in their 
cauſcleſs dejections. But becauſe there 
are many other caſes of the like nature 
which the phyſician of ſouls will meet 
with in viſiting his neighbours, eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as are of melancholy diſpoſi- 
tions, 1t may not be improper to mark 
the. principal of them here, and to 
preſcribe the remedies. | 


Conſiderations to be offered to perſons un- 
der Religious melancholy. 

1. Some truly religious perſons are 
under ſad apprehenſions of not be- 

ing in the favour of God, becauſe 
they find their devotions to be very 
often cold, their prayers diſtracted, 
and their delight in ſpiritual matters 
not to be ſo great and permanent, 
as their pleaſure and ſatisfaction is in 
the things of the world. 

Now to ſuch as have made religion 
the great buſineſs of their lives, who 


have endeavoured to cure thoſe diſ- 
tradtecd 
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ts i tracted thoughts, they complain of, 
p- and to inflame their fouls with divine 
r love and affection to their power, it 
re may be offered. That the different 
re — of affection with which men 
et ſerve God, do very often depend upon 
- the difference of their tempers and 
1- N conſtitutions; ſince ſome are natural- 
rk iy ſo dull and heavy, as to be very 
to I difficultly affected with any thing; 
whilſt others are of ſuch a tender 
make, as to be affected almoſt with 
every thing, ſo as to be ſoon exalted 
with joy or depreſſed with ſorrow: 
ac That ſickneſs, loſſes, and all afflictions, 
X- Wand even religion itſelf, in it's long 
uſe Wand continual exerciſe of ſelf-denial 
I and thoughtfulneſs, do naturally 
breed ſuch a tenderneſs of ſpirit. That 
the beſt of men have never been able 
at all times to keep their affections at 
an equal height. That the zeal and 
warmth with which ſome are affected, 
s not always an argument of their 
goodneſs, That a ſenſible pleaſure in 
clgious exerciſes, (however delightful 
D 2 to 


- 
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to ourſelves) is at no hand neceflary 
to render our worſhip acceptable to 
' \God; becauſe as his ſervice is a · rea. 
 fonable ſervice, they who worſhip him 
not as they are affected by their paſ- 
ſions but as they are led by their rea. 
ſon, maſt be ſuppos d to act upon 
principle agreeable to his nature 
That as to diſtraction of thoughts in 
the ſervice of God, it is owing hikewik 
for the moſt part to bodily weaknels; 
and therefore if we don't give way to 
it, but do all we can to ſuppreſs tho 
wandering thoughts, we may be aſſu. 
red we ſhall never be blamed for be- 
ing ſubject to that which by reaſon 0 
the-weakneſs of our nature we canno not 
help. That the firſt motions of ou arg 
mind, as it is impoſſible to hindertha 
them, ſo they are reckon'd by all d. met 
vines not to be ſinful, provided vi ally 
don't encourage them.

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For the relief and comfort of 
thoſe, the miniſter ſhould ſuggeſt to. 
them, That ſych, borrid and frightful 
thoughts are either nate e. thro 
melancholy Prevaling over their ſpj- 
rits, and diſordering the frame of 
their minds; or elſe from the malice 
of the Devil, and the ſpirits of dark- 
neſs, who. do all, they can to ſhake 
our faith, and to embitter the Chriſ- 


tian life. 


If to the former we aſcribe ſuch 
horrid thoughts, they may be com- 
forted upon. aſſurance, that they will 
not. be imputed to them. as their ſin, 
any more chan a fever or any bodily 


diſtemper will, which they did not 
- willingly procure, and. which they 


have tried all means tp get rid of. 
If to the latter, they may. be encou- 
raged rather to rejoice, in that no- 
ing is a greater ſign of their being 


high in the favour of God, than when 


they are under the moſt violent 
temptations of the Devil.

To perſons, therefore, under ſo fad, 
as well as dangerous a condition, let 
the moſt ſeaſonable advice, and all the 
moſt comfortable diſpenſations of the 
Goſpel be adminiſtred. To the for- 
mer conſiderations let the following 
be added : 

That God 1s not willing that any 
ſhould periſh, but defirous that all 
ſhould come to his glory. That for 
this end we were created. That he 
is ſo far from being extreme to mark 
what is done amiſs, that he will not 
refuſe the returning Prodigal, nor re- 
ject the worſt of criminals, though 
therr fins be as red as ſcarlet, upon their 
ſincere repentance, That the thief 
upon the croſs is a demonſtrable proof

* can be more abſurd, than to 
think 
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think that ſo great and good a God, 
who is ſo deſirous of ſaving all, as 
appears by his word, by his ſending 
his Son, by his oaths and promiſes, 
by his very nature and daily overtures 
of mercy, ſhould condemn any with- 
out the greateſt provocations of his 
Majeſty, and perſeverance in them. 

Upon the ſtrength of theſe argu- 
ments, the deſpairing perſon may be 
further taught to argue thus with 
himſelf.
